Vice President Dawes, who became a

It 
provides further that following the dis- 
posal of the farm relief bill the branch 
banking bill shall be made the unfin- 
ished business to be voted on not later 
than 4 o’clock Wednesday. 


Also Agree on Alternative. 


In the event that this agreement 
fails to carry, and there is strong possi- 
bility that opponents of either farm 
or banking legislation will object, Sen- 
ator McNary is to have right of way 
for a motion to make the McNary- 
Haugen bill the unfinished business 
which can be done by majority vote. 
The conference report on the McFad- 
den banking bill will not be involved 
in this motion, but the supporters of 
the bank measure will throw their 
strength behind the farm relief bill 
and following its passage the agricul- 
turists will support whatever action 
the proponents of the banking pro- 
posals wish to take.

Washington will be able to talk to 
London on the telephone beginning Sat- 
urday morning, Cc. T. Clagett, division 
manager of the Chesapeake & Potomac 
Telephone Co., announced last night. 

Not only that, he announced, but 
Washington will be put in telephonic 
communication with all points in Eng- 
land and Wales. The cities of Mary- 
land will be included in the same 
“hook-up.” 

The rates from Washington and 
Maryland cities to any point in Great 
Britain. within reach of this transat- 
lantic service will be $75 for three min- 
utes or less, and $25 for each additional 
minute. 

Conversations will be limited to 12 
minutes, and the service will be on a 
person-to-person basis. In case the 
operator is not,able to locate the per- 
son wanted on this side, a report charge 
of $10 will be made. 

With the inauguration of the tele- 
phone service between Washington and 
Maryland and Fngland and Wales, the

| Lightning Spiral, Not 
Jagged, Camera Shows 


9 


*New York, Feb. 2 (By A. P.).— 
The flat and jagged appearance of 
a flash of lightning is an optical 
illusion, according to J. W. Legg, 
Westinghouse Electric & Manufac- 
turing Co. engineer. The actual bolt 
is a spiral that wanders from point 
to point, he said today. 

Legg took photographs of artiti- 
clal lightning bolts with a camera 
capable of taking 2,600 photographs 
a second,.150 times faster than the 
average motion picture camera. Ile 
invented the instrument. No actual 
lightning flashes have been photo- 
graphed, but Legg said it is quite 
certain that real lightning will be 
found to have the same form as ar- 
tificial. 

“The average person conceives 
lightning to. resemble an_ erratic 
scratch on a photographic negative,” 
he sald. “It is much more accurate to 
compare it to an irregularly coiled 
rope thrown from a ship.” 

The camera had 22 lenses and a 
shutter that is rotated at high speed. 
It is designed to study the character 
of flashes occurring in generators, 
rotary converters, circuit breakers 
and other electric apparatus, 


ONE KILLED, TWO INJURED 
WHEN AUTOMOBILE SKIDS 


Fracture of Skull Is Fatal to 
Gerald Smith, 30, as 
Car Leaves Road. 


TWO OTHERS IN HOSPITAL 


Gerald Smith, 30 years old, 2800 
Thirteenth street northwest, was killed 
and his two companions injured yes- 
terday afternoon when the automobile 
in which they were riding crashed while 
rounding a sharp curve on the Coles- 
ville pike near Seven Oaks, Md.

The men were en route to Baltimore 
when the accident occurred. Wit- 
nesses told police that the car skidded 
from the road as it was rounding the 
curve. 

The driver applied more power and 
turned his wheel to right the car and 
it swerved to the other side of the 
road, went into a ditch, throwing out 
the three men. 

Then, witnesses said, the car righted 
itself and continued ‘on with no one 
in it until it struck a telegraph pole 
and was demolished. Smith and Wahl 
were employed by the Palmolive Oil 
Co. and Hetzelberger worked in the 


Park Savings Bank. Smith is survived 
by a brother who lives in this city.

minority stock in the Ford Motor Co. 

Mr. Prentiss startled spectators by the 
nonchalant manner in which he testi- 
fied that the Ford family had coolly 
turned down three distinct proposals to 
take over the plant for a cash consid- 
eration of $1,000,000,000. The Ford Motor 
Co. began operations in 1903 with a cash 
capital of $28,000. 

It was revealed in the evidence given 
by Mr. Prentiss that the offers were 
made indirectly by Hornblower & 
Weeks, New York brokers, whose con- 
fidence in the further expansion and 
earning capacity of the Ford plant jus- 
tified the valuation put upon it by 
New York bankers. 

“The Ford Motor Co. is the most re- 
markable industrial establishment ever 
created in the history of the world,” 
Mr. Prentiss said in the course of tes- 
timony affecting the valuation of the 
stock as predicated on its earning ca- 
pacity and future prospects. 


Equal to Steel or Standard. 


As.@ credit proposition it was the 
equal, in 1913, of the United ’States 
Steel Corporation or the Standard Oil 
Co., he declared, estimating the value 
of the plant, as of March 1, 1913, at 
$250 ,000,000. 

“Ford stock was the marvel of the

Shanghal, Feb. 2 (By A. P.).—The 
British armada, bearing 20,000 soldiers 
toward Shanghai, may be diverted in 
part to British cities in China because | 
of the opposition of non-British mem- 
bers of the Shanghai international set- 
tlement municipal council. 

The British authorities who were pre- 
paring accommodations for the expedl- 
tion were reminded today that the 
Shanghai settlement is an international 


concession, and not purely British. As 
a result it is understood that considera-

| bility of diverting portions of the Brit- 
ish force to Hongkong and Weihaiweli,

erned. 

At Hongkong and Weihaiwei, as at 
Shanghai, British troops and warships 
could be held in readiness for any 
developments of the antiforeign situa- 
tion which causec their dispatch te 
Chinese waters. 


Bullding of Barracks Halted. 


Work was stopped at Jessfield park, 
where barracks for 3,000 soldiers were 
approaching completion. It was learn- 
ed that the camp would not be used. 
The park is owned by the interna- 
tional settlement community, although 
it is in Chinese territory. 

Warehouses, docks and other Brit- 
ish-owned premises are being prepared 
to quarter the troops, and the smaller 
vessels of the expedition are expected 
to anchor in the Whangpoo river, off 
the city. The large warships probably 
will stop at Woosung, the usuel an- 
chorage,. 10 miles from Shanghal, 
when the bulk of the expedition arrives 
late this month. 

At the meeting of the Chinese cham- 
ber of commerce opposition was éx- 
pressed to the use of any Chinese ter- 
ritory by the British force. 

New Orders Sent To O’Malley. 

London, Feb. 2 (By A. P.).—The 
British government tonight cabled 
fresh instructions to Owen O'Malley, 
the British charge at Hankow, in an 
effort to break the deadlock which de- 
veloped in the Anglo-Chinese negotia- 
tions there when the Cantonese foreign 
minister, Eugene Chen, questioned the 
right of Great Britain to dispatch a 
Shanghai defense force to the near 
east. 

Due to technicalities, it is admitted 
in competent official quarters that ti: 
whole Chinese situation is at a stand- 
still over the issue of the troops now 
on the way. There is no likelihood 
that the expedition will be recalled, 
but there is a possibility that it may 
be partly diverted to Singapore and 
Hong Kong, or that an agreement may 
be reached with the Chinese authori- 
ties regarding the length of its stay 
at Shanghai. 

The foreign office maintains that the 
negotiations between Charge O'Malley 
and the Cantonese foreign minister 
have not been broken off, explaining 
that Chen merely has refused to sign 
the draft agreement dealing with the 
future status of the British conces- 
sions at Hankow and Kiukiung, where 
the recent goting occurred.

New Turn in Discussions. 


This refusal has given the Anglo- 
Cantonese discussions a new turn with 
respect to the general British pro- 
posals, whick: were first announced in 
a Christmas memorandum to the pow- 
ers, amplified by Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s Birmingham speech and officially 
made public this afternoon. 

These proposals deal with the whole 
problem of China's relations with 
Great Britain, including the questions 
of extraterritoriality, customs, missiome 
aries and other important subjects. 

British officials assert that these 
proposals were not the subject of the 
Hankow discussions and the fact thag 
Minister Chen has refused to sign an 
agreement with regard to the local 
situations at Hankow and Kiukiang ts 
taken by authoritatively informed 
officials as an indication that he is not 
likely to discuss national Chinese ques- 
tions seriously until the problem of the 
British troops is settled.

THREE ALARMS SUMMON 
BISTRICT FIRE APPARATUS 


Marines Ban Civilians. From 
“Reservation, Fearing Loss 
« Of Life in Explosion. 


Fire which swept a large abandoned 
wirehouse 500 feet from the chemical 
laboratories in the United States navy 
yard last evening, threatened for a 
short time to spread to adjoining build- 
ings, and was not placed under control 
until Fire Chief George S. Watson had 
sounded three alarms, bringing 33 
phecea of fire apparatus to the scene. 

‘Dense clouds of smoke from the 
byrning building covered the entire 
néighborhood and could be seen for 
almost amile. A crowd of more than 
1,000 persons, attracted to the scene 


by the smoke and the shrieking sirens | 


on the fire apparatus, were kept out of 
the navy yard by a force of more than 
100 armed mazsines. 

The cause of the fire could not be 
determined. It was discovered by ma- 
rines shortly before 6 o'clock, and the 
navy yard fire-fighting apparatus was 
Summoned. Realizing that the blaze 
wes beyond their control, they immedi- 
ately sounded an alarm, bringing Dis- 
trict apparatus to the scene. 


Blaze Beyond Control. 


By this time the blaze was raging 
beyond control and sparks were falling 
on the roofs of nearby bulldings and 
some were carried towé.rd the laboratory 
where a quantity of highly explosive 
chemicals are stored. Realizing that 
if the laboratory bullding should catch 
fire many lives would be placed in

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danger, Lieut. H. T. Hough, officer of | 


the day, ordered the entire force of 
marines stationed at the navy yard 
to keep all civilians owtside the reserva- 
tion. 

When Chief Watson. arrived at the 
fire he ordered that a third alarm be 
sounded. When the additional ap- 
paratus arrived the biaze was quickly 
subdued. Among the apparatus which 
responded to the alarms were the 
fireboat Firefighter and the water 
tower. Neither could get close enough 
to the blaze to be effective. 


Loss Reported Slight. 


The warehouse, which is near the 
Eleventh awd N streets entrance, was 
condemned about three years ago, offi- 
cers at the -navy yard said, and since 
that time the Navy Detoartment has 
been attemptitg to secure an appropria- 
tion to have ii, torn down. Although it 
was almost de.Stroyed by the fire, offi- 
cers said that the loss wiuld be slight. 

While the apparatus was returning 
from the navy j‘ard fire an alarm was 
sounded at the pension office, Fifth and 
G streets northwest, when a quantity of 
trash in the basement caiight fire. No 
damage was caused by the fire, which 
was extinguished wi\\h chemicals.

AID NEEDED IN CONGRESS 


With their hopes for an extension 
,of the District building waning, the 
| District commissioners yesterday held 
'a conference with David Lynn, archi- 
tect of the Capitol; Maj. L. E. Atkins, 
assistant to the engineer commissioner, 
and Maj. Daniei J. Donovan, District 
auditor, on the advisability of obtain- 
| ing a site for the proposed new build- 
ing for the office of the recorder of 
deeds in the vicinity of the municipal 
court. 

The bureau of the budget is said to 
have delivered a blow to the pet scheme 
of the commissioners to build an addi- 
| tion to the District building just south 
of the present municipal structure. 
Several weeks ago the public buildings 
commission refuSed to approve the 
commissioners’ idea. An alternative 
suggestion, to acquire the Southern 
Railway building, was rejected by the 
bureau of the budget, as_in conflict 
with ‘the President's fiscal plan. 

Then the commissionérs submitted 
to the bureau of the budget the origi- 
nal proposal in an effort to send it 
directly to Congress. The bureau has 
replied saying that a project repudi- 
ated by the public buildings commis- 
sion could not be supported. This is 
believed to spéli the end of the plan 
unless some member of Congress takes 
it up and introduces a bill. 

Following receipt of this information, 
the conference was called to consider 
an alternative site for the recorder of 
deeds’ office. It had been planned to 
house his department in the new Dis- 
| trict building. A new structure for hi# 
| Office has been authorized by Congress. 
‘It is hoped that if it has to be built 
separately, at least the municipal and 
police courts, if they are merged by 
passage of the pending bill, may be 
| Roused with it.

CAUSED SCHOOL GUT 


Mistake by Mrs. Bannerman 
Blamed for Failure to Add 
74 Teachers. . 


BOARD TO POSTPONE 


Tribute Paid to E. C. Graham 
on Retirement;. Protest in 
Flury Case Tabled. 


Information given members of Con- 
gress by Mrs. W. T. Bannerman, of the 
District Congress of Parent-Teacher 
Associations, resulting in the lack of 
provision for 74 additional teachers re- 
quested by school authorities, was es- 
sentially inaccurate, Superintendent 
Frank W. Ballou yesterday told mem- 
bers of the board of education, meeting 
in the Franklin school building. 

Mrs. Bannerman told a congressional 
committee that 2,690 teachers were be- 
ing carried on. the school rosters, 
whereas, as a matter of fact, only 2,624 
were employed in the system, Dr. Bal- 
lou asserted. Public school officials do 
not intend to take responsibility for 
the mistake, which deprived the schools 
of a much-needed increase in person- 
nel, he said. 

Dr. Ballou criticized Mrs. Banner- 
man’s action in making her own com- 
putations from the figures she had 
obtained, rather than apply to him for 
her information. 

Mrs. W. T. Bannerman,. of the Dis- 
trict congress of Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciations, defended before the associa- 
tion last night the figures she gave 
the District subcommittee On appro- 
priations, which resulted in their fail- 
ure to provide for the 74 additional 
teachers asked for by the board. She 
told the association that in 68 cities 
there are an average of 30.55 pupils 
for each teacher, while in Washington 
there is one teacher for every 23.1 
pupils. As a result, she declared, we 
are spending $2,000,000 more than if 
we followed the average apportionment 
of pupils. A resolution thanking Mrs. 
Bannerman for her work before the 
committee was adopted by the associa- 
tion. 

On the recommendation of the vice 
president, Charles F. Carusi, the elec- 
tion of a president to succeed Edwin 
C. Graham, resigned, was postponed 
until the appointment of a new mem- 
ber of the board by the District Su- 
preme court judges. 


Tribute to President. 


The new member, it was thought, 
should participate in the election. The 
board adopted a statement paying trib- 
ute to its former head. 

“As a presiding officer he was al- 
ways fair, impartial, tactful, unassum- 
ing and good natured,” it read. “He 
leaves our board with the respect and 
cordial good will of every single mem- 
ber of it. His going is a distinct loss 
to the public school system of Wash- 
ington. As president of the Board of 
Trade, however, he will have opportu- 
nities to continue to express his inter- 
est in our public schools, and his coop- 
eration can be counted on and will 
be most helpful.” 

A communication from the Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs asking the resig- 
nation of Henry’ Flury, Eastern High 
school teacher, whose so-called “socia- 
listic” activities recently were attacked 
by Maj. Gen. Amos L, Fries, depart- 
mental Legion head, was tabled by the 
board until the federation has answered 
Dr. Ballou’s request for specific charges. 
The federation objected to statements 
recently made by Flury . before the 
Secular league, opposing radio broad- 
casting of religious services, and declar- 
ing the present religious policy of Mex- 
ico superior to our own. 


Ballou Backs Principals. 


The Rev. F. I. A. Bennett declared 
that Flury is taking advantage of the 
board’s leniency in the earlier con- 
troversy and is seeing “just how far he 
can go.”” Vice President Carusi’s reply: 

“If he keeps.on he will go that far,” 
called forth laughter. 

Just prior to adjournment, Henry Gil- 
ligan, brought up the action of the 
high school principals in banning the 
remainder of the interschool basketball 
engagements, following the near riot at 
the Central-Western game. Terming the 
incident merely a “flare-up,” which had 
as quickly been forgotten, he expressed 
himself in opposition of discontinuing 
the series. 

At Gilligan’s request, Dr. Ballou re- 
viewed the affair and the high school 
principals’ action, which he said was 
necessary in the interest of good sports- 
manship. Another conference of prin- 
cipals will be held in the matter with- 
in the week, he said. Gilligan asked 
that as a member of the board's ath- 
letic committee his disapproval be made 
known to the principals. 


Dr. Ballou Granted Leave. 


At his request, a week’s leave of 
abserjce was granted Dr. Ballou to 
speak in Providence, R. I., March 19. 
The board approved the application of 
Beta chapter, Lambda Sigma Kappa 
sorority, McKinley High school, for 
recognition, on the superintendent’s 
recommendation. Charges against an 
unnamed teacher were referred to_the 
committee on complaints and appeals. 

The board agreed, at the suggestion 
of Acting President Carusi, not to press 
legislation amending the _ teachers’ 
salary bill, relative to salaries of junior 
high school teachers, until judgment 
has been handed down by the District 
Supreme court, before which their plea 
has been taken. 

A report of the building committee, 
recommending that the. Francis and 
Randall Junior High schools not be 
occupied until certain unfinished work 
on the new structures has been com- 
pleted, was adopted by the board. The 
board further adopted Gilligan’s report 
on the teachers’ salary bill, holding 
section 6 of the legislation, providing 
@ salary limit, to curtail additional 
emolument provided for in section 4. 


Fight for New Teachers 
Seems Lost in House 


The indications yesterday were that 
Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent of 
schools, has lost his fight for 74 ad- 
ditional teachers in so far as the House 
is concerned. Representative Griffin, 
of New York, seems to be the only one 
inclined to make a fight in his behalf, 
and he has spent his force. .

BASQUE 10 REINTRODUCE 
BILL FOR ELECTIVE BOARD 


Representative Makes Decla- 
ration at Meeting of the 
School Association. 


LEARNED ASKED TO QUIT 


Admitting that the Gasque elective 
school board bill has no chance of pas- 
safe during the present session of Con- 
gress, Representative Allard H. Gasque. 
of South Carolina, in an address iast 
night before the Public School associa- 
tion, meeting in the board room of the 
District building, declared his intention 
of reintroducing the bill on the first day 
of the new session. 

The declaration was made at the re- 
quest of James G. Yaden, president of 
the Federation of Citizens’ Associations, 
who said adherents of the bill were not 
discouraged, but would continue their 
fight for the bill. 

Gasque in his address scored the 
present school system as “un-Ameri- 
can” and “dominated by czars.” As 
conditions stand, he said, parents have 
not the slightest voice in public school 
instruction of their own children. 
Ninety per cent of the people of Wash- 
ington are in favor of his elective school 
board proposal, he asserted. 

Holding that the churches, with the 
schools, constitute the greatest influ- 
ence in the life of a child, he said, 
“anybody who doesn’t believe in the 
Holy Bible is an enemy of the people 
and should be put out of the country.” 

The association adopted a resolution 
asking the resignation from the board 
of education of Dr. H. Barrett Learned. 
It was contended that Dr. Learned, who 
is chairman of the committee on esti- 
mates and the budget, is out of town 
much of the time, and often when his 
services as chairman of the budget are 
most needed. Copies of the resolution 
were sent to Dr. Learned and the board 
of education. 

At the instance of Mr. Yaden, the as- 
sociation adopted a resolution indorsing 
the movement to beautify and improve 
public schools and.their grounds. He 
expressed his intention of leaving the 
chair at the next federation meeting, to 
oppose a citizens’ committee reporting 
adversely on the plan. A resolution of 
condolence on the death of Snowden 
Ashford, a member of the executive 
committee of the association, was 
adopted.

, The “rebellious companies,” the 
statement says, “have thus far received 
notice of the cancellation, by order of 
the Mexican government, of 279 drill- 
ing permits, and when it is considered 
that oll production in Mexico is still 
almost entirely confined to properties 
acquired before the new constitution 
went into effect in 1917, that by far 
the largest part of these companies 
have been producing approximately 70 
per cent of all the oil produced in 
Mexico, the government’s apparent 
anxiety regarding unemployment in the 
oil fields may be readily appreciated. 


Big Decline in Production. 


“During the last five years, by the 
working of the same inexorable law of 
cause and effect, oil production in 
Mexico has declined from 185,000,000 
barrels in 1922 to 150,000,000 in 1923. 


to 142,000,000 in 1924, to 116,000,000 in 
1925, to about 90,000,000 in 1926. In 
the same period the government's 
revenues from petroleum export and 
production taxes have declined; in ap- 
proximate figures: from $43,000,000 
United States currency, to $30,000,000, 
to $27,000,000, to $21,000,000, to $18,- 
000,000 in 1926. 

Similarly the number of employes in 
the Mexican petroleum industry has de- 
clined from approximately 40,000 to 
substantially less than half that num- 
ber.

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WATCHING CHINA. 


The British government is taken aback by 
the refusal of the Cantonese government to 
continue negotiations so long as British forces 
are at Shanghai. It was thought that the plan 
of simultaneous negotiation and concentration 
of forces would go forward swimmingly, so 
that, whatever the Chinese might do, Britain 
would.hold the whip hand. But Foreign Min-

Shanghai. In the meantime these forces are 
increasing, and by the end of the month will 
amount to 20,000 men, supported by cruisers, 
submarines, airplanes and artillery. 

The London Times suggests that the British 
government is up against soviet Russia in 
China, in the person of the soviet agent, 
Michael Borodin, who has worked himself into 
a strong place as political adviser of the Can- 
tonese government. The London Mail rec- 
ommends that the British government break 
off diplomatic relations with the soviet gov- 
ernment. 

While the Chinese nationalists have availed 
themselves of the advice and assistance of 
soviet Russia in prosecuting their plans, it is 
evident that the nationalist movement is 
-strong on its own account, and is not con- 
‘trolled by the soviet. It is a Chinese move- 
ment, backed by the Chinese people, including 
the elements composing the northern armies. 
*The Peking government, which has been fight- 
ing Russian communism, is even more op- 
posed to imperialist aggression. 

Some of the London newspapers express 
“disappointment at the attitude of the United 
States. They intimate that while the United 
States makes overtures to the Chinese look- 
ing to separate treaty negotiations, the rescue 
‘and care of American refugees may be im- 
posed upon the British forces. They hold 
that the United States should cooperate with 
Great Britain in presenting a single front to 
China. But the interests of the two govern- 
ments are not identical, by ¢ny means, and 
public opinion in the Uniteéd’States would not 
support a policy of cooperation with Britain 
in China. 

If hostilities should occur at Shafighai be- 
(ween Great Britain and Chinese troops the 
United States should carefully avoid partici- 
pation in the fighting. Americans have been 
warned to seek the protection of American 
vessels. They know where to go and what 
to do. There would be no excuse for hostili- 
‘ties between the American and Chinese forces. 
The safeguarding of Americans is the only 
duty of the_ tcan naval force. There is 
no Monroe doctrine in China which requires 
the United Stated to look after the nationals 
of other governments. 


TRUTH IN ADVERTISING. 


In the ‘‘good old days’”’ it was customary for 
newspapers to accept and print any or all ad- 
vertising offered for publication without any 
investigation whatsoever as to its truth or hon- 
esty. Gradually, however, some of the more 
conservative publishers came to a realization 
that an untruthful advertisement reflected on 
all others appearing in the same columns, and 
that in order to build up public confidence it 
would be necessary to insist upon honesty in 
advertising. Finally a policy of censorship 
was established, under which the publisher 
assumed the right to investigate all ‘“‘copy’’ 
and to reject that 
‘which was misleading. The better business 
bureaus and the advertising clubs of the coun- 
try concurred in this interpretation of the 
right and duty of the publisher. Only in rare 
cases was it challenged. 

Some time ago a company dealing in furni- 
ture made a contract with a Rochester news- 
paper under which the dealer agreed to use a 
certain number of lines of space at a specified 
rate per line and the paper agreed to publish 


the advertising presented. The company ad- 


‘vertised itself as a “furniture factory,”’ which 
the newspaper upon investigation found to be 
untrue. The latter thereupon refused to ac- 
cept and publish additional advertisements, 
contending that the company was misleading 
the public by attempting to make it appear 
that the advertised furniture was made in its 
own factories, whereas the company owned 
‘no factory and made no furniture. 

_ The company then entered suit against the 
‘paper, alleging that it was impossible to do 
‘business without the advertising, and de-

A fine precedent has been 
established, one which will place newspaper 
advertising on an even more firm foundation 
of honor and reliability. 


MEDICINAL LIQUOR. 


The ways and means committee of the 
House does not approve of the bill submitted 
by Gen. Andrews, providing for a corporation 
to manufacture medicinal liquor under gov- 
ernment control. The committee will en- 
deavor to frame a bill of its own. 

One of the features of Gen. Andrews’ bill 
which met with opposition was a provision 
which would permit the stock of the corpora- 
tion to drift into private hands. It seems that 
this was an unwise provision, very properly 
subject to rejection. If the prohibition law is 
to be enforced it is necessary for the govern- 
ment to retain rigid control over the manufac- 
ture and distribution of medicinal liquor. This 
could be accomplished best by placing the 
business in the hands of a corporation, but the 
corporation should be owned by the govern- 
ment and not by private individuals. 

If no legislation should be forthcoming the 


permit certain distilleries to resume the 
manufacture of whisky. This would almost 
certainly lead to scandals, under present con- 
ditions. The corruption of distillery per- 
sonnel and the whoiesale bootlegging of 
medicinal whisky would follow, in spite of 
efforts from Washington to enforce the law. 

Gen. Andrews’ plan for manufacture by a 
government corporation is obviously the most 
effective that has yet been suggested. An act 
on those lines should be passed without de- 
lay, in justice to the public, which is entitled 
to medicinal Hquor whether the prohibition 
law is enforced or not. 


COME ON, SPOKE: 


The news that Tris Speaker, former mana- 
ger of tlre Cleveland Indians, will appear in 
the uniform of the Nationals during the coming 
baseball season was hailed with the greatest 
satisfaction on all sides. Already fandom is 
talking about a championship and a world’s 
series involving the local team. President 
Clark Griffith has made a good bargain, no 
matter what price is mentioned in the con- 
tract. 

Tris Speaker has been through an eventful 
period of his life, and has come out smiling. 
After the first wave of excitement had sub- 
sided somewhat, it is doubtful if many fol- 
lowers of the national pastime actually be 
lieved the charges made against Speaker by 
Dutch Leonard and others. He has gone 
through an investigation, however, has been 
exonerated, and in the eyes of rabid fans, has 
assumed the position of a near-martyr. It is 
safe to predict that he will be unusually popu- 
lar in Washington, and that during the coming 
season the stands will resound frequently with 
a long-drawn-out and mournful “Come on, 
Spoke.”’ 


TO LEGALIZE BOXING. 


The Costello post of the American Legion 
has joined the movement to legalize boxing 
in the District of Columbia, and has gained 
the support of Representative Johnson, of 
South Dakota, who soon will introduce a bill 
to bring about control of the sport by the 
legion as is done in South Dakota and several 
other States. Senator Walsh, of Massachusetts, 
already has introduced a bill to legalize the 
manly art. 

There are two questions involved in this 
matter. Those who oppose boxing make the 
complaint that it invariably tends to attract 
an undesirable class of followers and that 
wherever boxing is permitted gamblers, crim- 
inals and degenerates always congregate. On 
the other hand, the intolerable condition 
exists in Washington that although it is unlaw- 
ful to promote or permit boxing, surreptitious 
matches are common. The sport is unorgan- 
ized, of course, and periodical clean-ups by 
the police department serve to drive it from 
the city during frequent though brief inter- 
vals. Invariably, however, it bobs up again, 
to live a short but flourishing life. 

The question arises as to whether legal box- 
ing under strict supervision and regulation 
is not preferable to the unregulated surrepti- 
tious sort. Legislation shéuld be passed to 
legalize boxing in the District, but under a 
commission composed of the highest type of 
citizens, with full power to complete super- 
vision and regulation.

BOULDER DAM. 


Differences of opinion in the California dele- 
gation as to whether the power provisions shall 
be retained or eliminated from the Boulder 
dam bill illustrate the confused thought that 
surrounds this entire project. The States in- 
terested can not agree upon what they want, 
and yet the advocates of the bill are insistent 
that Congress shall pass the measure. 

After several years of dispute, the Muscle 
Shoals plant is still idle, an elephant on the 
hands of the government. With Muscle Shoals 
as an object lesson, it might be thought that 
the Westerners urging the Boulder dam bill 
would at least confer and agree among them- 
selves as to what they want before demanding 
an appropriation of $125,000;000 from Con- 
gress. 7 

The Boulder dam bill, as drawn, would put 
the United States government in the electric 
power business. Some of the California mem- 
bers of Congressiperceive that this is a fatal 
flaw in the bill, ahd they are willing to strike 
it out. Their colleagues, however, seem to 
think they can induce Congress to pass the bill 
without asking too many questions.

Those gentlemen have started 
out on the work of cleansing every stream in 
the country that is used for municipal sewage 
and for the sludgeways of mercantile estab- 
lishments, whose acids, alkalis and miscel- 
laneous wastes have done so much to destroy 
fish, and the league is preparing to ask Con- 
gress for legislation which will prohibit the 
draining of sewers into the waters over which 
Congress has control. The movement deserves 
the support of the public, not only for the 
sake of preserving the fish supply but to pro- 
tect the public health. 


RADIO HANDWRITING. 


One spectacular announcement has followed | 


another over the past few weeks in the field 
of radio. On the heels of the first commercial 
transatlantic telephone communication came 
the announcement that officials of the Mar- 
coni company had succeeded in carrying on 
conversations between London’ and Canada 
over the comparatively new beam wireless, 
and that a similar system was contemplated 
to link the British Isles with Australia. Now 
the same company has announced that a sys- 
tem of “‘facsimile transmission” over the beam 
wireless has been developed and found com- 
mercially practicable, and that it will soon 
be possible to send telegrams by this system. 

The development is the work of G. M. 
Wright, an Englishman in the employ of the 
Marconi company. It consists of a transmitting 
apparatus in which is placed the original mes- 
sage, and a receiving equipment which re- 
produces it in facsimile practically instan- 
taneously at the other end. This time-saving 
method obviates the necessity of turning mes- 
sages into the Morse code and reprinting them 
at the receiving end, and should. eventual 
mean the cheapening of long distance com- 
munication by dispensing with all key opera- 
tors. Probably the system can be applied to 
wire telegraph lines. 

It is interesting to speculate as to whether 
or not the courts would accept in evidence a 
signature thus’ transmitted. Although it 
would not have been made by the individual 
himself, it could not have been made by any 
one else. 


SEARCHING AUTOMOBILES. 


Reminiscent of the charges of illegal search 
of a Treasury Official’s automobile which led to 
a shakeup in the prohibition administrator's 
office’ not long ago, the chairman of the State 
roads commission in Maryland has received a 
complaint from one of his officials to the ef- 
fect that twice within the last few weeks his 
car has been subjected to search by. District 
police as he was entering Washington. Ap- 
parently no Official notice has been taken of 
the incident, although Maryland officials have 
denounced local police for searching inbound 
cars without warrants and on no greater pror- 
ocation than suspicious appearance. 

‘ If,it is the policy of the District police to go 

beyond their jurisdiction to conduct illegal 
searches for contraband liquor, trouble is 
bound “to ensue. In a particular local case, in 
which a police officer arrested a man for a 
prohibition violation after a search of his car 
made only on suspicion, the court held that 
since the officer knew the defendant and had 
reason to believe that he was engaged in trans- 
porting liquor, the policeman was justified in 
making the arrest. The case was appealed, 
however, and is now awaiting review in the 
appellate court. The right of the police to 
conduct a search without a warrant within 
the District is not yet established. 

Local police who have been sworn in as Fed- 
eral revenue officers have the right to conduct 
their operations in Maryland, and it is quite 
probable that the complaints are lodged 
against these’ Federal officers. Unfortunately, 
however, the public recognizes such men’ as 
District police rather than as officers of the 
government.

Clam Chowder. 


Clean and pick over a quart of clams, 
using one cup of cold water; drain 
them, reserve the liquor and heat to 
the boiling point and strain. Chop 
the clams finely; cut an inch square 
piece of fat salt pork in small pieces 
and try out. Add one onion thinly 


light brown and place with the chopped 
clams in a-stew pan. Boil two me- 
dium-sized potatoes, cut in very small 
pieces, until done, and add pepper and 
salt to taste, and a pint and a half of 
sweet milk. Bring the chowder to the 
boiling point and add the clam juice 
(not to exceed a cup and a half or two 
cups). Thicken the whole to the de- 
sired consistency with flour and milk 
thoroughly blended. Add four table- 
spoonfuls of butter and serve very. hot. 
Chopped bacon may be added to this, 
and some persons like carrots in their 
clam chowder. They must be cooked 
with the potatoes. 


Breaded Eggs. 


(Mary H.) Recipe from 1860 book. 

Boil eggs hard and cut in round 
thick slices. Pepper and salt and dip 
each slice in beaten raw egg and then 
in fine cracker powder and fry in nice 
drippings of butter, hissing hot. Drain 
off every drop of grease and serve on 
a hot dish, with sauce like that for 
creamed eggs, that is, a sauce of whole 
milk, with butter and flour blended 
for thickening. To drain off every 
drop of grease, take the egg slices from 
the pan-and allow them to rest on a

SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 


OF BOSTON HEARD HERE 


Mrs. Coolidge Attends Recital 
Under Direction off Serge 
Koussevitsky. 


NOVELTIES ARE OFFERED 


The Boston Symphony orchestra, 
conducted by Serge Koussevitsky, wiz- 
ard of the baton, produced a program 
at Poli’s theater yesterday afternoon 


filled with noveities. Mrs. Coolidge, 
with Mrs. Henry Wilder Keyes and Mr. 
Henry Wilder Keyes, jr., occupied a 
stage box. 

Mr. Koussevitsky, who is noted for 
the energy and dynamic force which 
he injects into his leading, was in good 
form, and the effect of his training on 
the 108 men composing the orchestra 
was noticeable. The ensemble work is 
equal to that of any orchestra in 
America. In the months Mr. Kousse- 
viteky has been in America with the 
Boston Symphony, his own style of 
leadership has deepened. Like Leopold 
Stokowski, he possesses the art of weld- 
ing the many instruments into one 
great orchestral voice, which can por- 
tray the gamut of emotions. 

The conductor chose for the opening 
number, the Handel “Concerto Grosso 
for String Orchestra in B Minor, No. 
12." Two violins and a violoncello do 
the major portion of the solo work 
in this concerto and yesterday their 
work was exceedingly well done. It has 
often been remarked that despite its 
antiquity this concerto has a decided 
modern appeal, and so it proved yester- 
day. The orchestra played it with fine 
understanding and stateliness of phras- 
ing. 

A novelty which won keen apprecia- 
tion was the “Classic Symphony” by 
Prokofieff. Its four movements pre- 
sented a variety of delights. In the 
first movement the themes were viva- 
clous yet powerful, with here and there 
@ Vague resemblance to Wagner in the 
spirited attack. In the _ larghetto, 
which was the second movement, the 
audience enjoyed the martial under- 
current of tone on which was inter- 
posed now and then melodies, singing 
of spring, love and pleasure, while the 
third movement, the gavotta, brought 
out mew delicacies of melody and 
rhythm. The finale with consummate 
art assembled all the tonal fragrance 


of the several movements in a musical |i 


bouquet. 

The symphony of the afternoon was 
the “Symphony in B flat major,” by 
Schumann, first played in 1841, and 
conducted for its first performance by 
Mendelssohn. It has been a favorite 
with music lovers and scholars. 

Due attention was given to the melo- 
dic qualities in yesterday’s concert. Mr. 
Koussevitzky gave it a vivid interpre- 
tation and revealed tone coloring and 
a marvelous scheme of phrasing to the 
audience. The larghetto was a veritable 
treasure house of exquisite melodies 
with perfectly-sustained effects, and the 
scherzo and allegro movements were 
adequately presented as well.—E. E. P.

SEVEN ALEXANDRIA HIGH 
PUPILS ARE SUSPENDED 


Twelve Others Leave School 
Voluntarily in Move to 
Curb Hazing. 


ALL WILL RETURN TODAY 


As the result of hazing puplls pro- 
'-moted from Jefferson graded school to 
the high school February 1, seven 
pupils of the latter institution were 
suspended Tuesday for 48 hours and 
within a short time twelve others who 
admitted participating in the affair de- 
parted voluritarily. 

The principal of the high school, 
Henry T. Moncure, at all times has 
stated that the practice would not be 
permitted while the school is under his 
supervision, and when his 
was attracted at the noon hour Tuesday 
by an undue amount of noise on the 
campus he investigated and found the 
hazing in progress. He zed seven 
of the hazers, who dispersed at his ap- 
pearance, and voiced his disapproval of 
such practices, suspending the partici- 
pants for 48 hours. 

Mr. Moncure refused to divulge the 
names of those he suspended, but it is 
generally admitted some of the star 
basketball and football players were in- 
cluded. This is the first time in the 
history of the Alexandria High school 
that drastic action has been taken to 
break up the practice of hazing new 
pupils. Many of those in the melee 
showed signs of hard usage, their 
clothes being spattered with mud and 
dirt. 

The pupils who were suspended will 
be permitted to return to their studies 
this morning.

Finder Dies in Week 


| Portland, Ore., Feb. 2 (By A. P.).— 


| Just a week after he had announced 
| what he proclaimed a positive cure for 
tuberculosis, Prof. Emile F. Pernot, in- 
ternationally known for his bacterio- 
logical research, died at his home here 
today. Death was due to double pneu- 
monia. Prof. Pernot was born in New 
York. He was 68 years old. 


Prof. Pernot announced a week ago 


that after ten years of scientific in- 
vestigation and tests he had proved 


definitely that a cure for tuberculosis 
had been found. He made arrange- 
ments for an extensive test to be held 
here, using a herd of tubercular cat- 
tie. The tests, it is believed, will be 
carried on despite Prof. Pernot’s death. 
In 1900 Prof. Pernot received the award 
of honor at the Hague tubercular con- 
gress for having been the first scientist 
to isolate the tubercular germ in poul-

GEORGETOWN GUEST 


Speaks Latin, French and 
English; Departs for 
Baltimore. 


After passing a day as the guest of 
the Rev. Charles W. Lyons, president of 
Georgetown university, the Right Rev. 
Simon Tsu, vicar of Hainen, Ching, and 
the first Chinese priest to be nse- 
crated a bishop in the Catholic Church, 
left last night for Baltimore on his \way 
to return to his diocese in the Orient. 

Priests at Georgetown university were 
surprised at the fluency with which 
Bishop Tsu speaks Latin and French, al- 
though his English is somc*vhat lacking 
in perfection. A brother of the bishop 
was prominently identified with the re- 
cent Eucharistic congress in Chicago. 
Bishop Tsu discussed Chinese conditions 
with Georgetown ecclesiastics, revealing 
that his diocese comprises a population 
of approximately 7,000,000 Catholics. 

Bishop Tsu was one of the Chinese 
priests elevated to bishoprics by Pope 
Pius XI. A strong, energetic Chinese of 
perhaps 45 years, he is an enthusiastic 
worker for his faith. 


SUBURBAN CITIZENS . 
ASK AID FOR SCHOOL 


Amendment of the school building 
program approved recently by the 
county commissioners of Prince Georges 
county, Md., was asked yesterday of the 
Maryland State legislation, in session in 
Annapolis, by a committee of citizens 
of Brentwood and Mount Rainier, Md., 
headed by E. W. Baker.

FAMILY REPORTED SOLD 


New Orleans, La., Feb. 2 (By A. P.). 
Abduction, sale and enslavement of a 
family of five negroes were charged 
in an indictment returned by a Federal 


grand jury here late today against 
Webb Bellue and John D. Alford, of 
Amite county, Miss. 

Federal officials said investigation of 
the case had revealed the alleged 
existence of peonage coriditions under 
which negroes were kept in slavery 
without a pretense of arrangements 
for the “working out system.” 

The indictment charged that Belleu 
and Alford went to the home of Craw- 
ford Allen, 50-year-old negro, near the 
Louisiana boundary, last August and 
after seeking a grown daughter of the 
negro, whom they failed to find, forced 
him to get out of a sick bed and ac- 
company them to Fluker, La. 

Meeting Crawford’s wife and three 
children, all under 12 years of age, 
the indictment charges the men sold 
the captives to F. Hurst, a farmer of 
the Fluker section, for $20. The five 
were forced to work without wages 
for weeks under arms, the jury charged. 

Corpus Christi, Tex., Feb. 2 (By A. 
P.)—Cotton pickers on a Willacy 
county farm were held under armed 
guard last fall and threatened with 
death if they attempted to escape, 
Willie Lee testified in Federal court 
here today in the peonage trial of 
Sheriff Raymond Teller and eight other 
Willacy county officials and farmers. 

Lee said he arrived in Raymondsville 
on a freight train with eight compan- 
ions, and was arrested and marched 
to the farm of Klice Stockwell, a de- 
fendant. Jack Chadwick acted as 
guard, carrying @ shotgun as he super- 
intended the work of the gang, Lee 
said.” Chadwick told them they were 
held for vagrancy, but they were never 
brought into court for trial, Lee said. 
The pickers were paid by check with 
the amount of their fine and 75 cents 
a day for board deducted. 


HOUSE GROUP FAVORS 
LOANS FOR VETERANS 


Government loans to war veterans on 
bonus certificates were approved by the 
House ways and means committee yes- 
terday, and Chairman Green later intro- 
duced a bill to authorize them. His pro- 
posal, which is expected to get quickly 
the formal approval of the committee.

Coolidge Appoints Frederick 
A. Sterling as Minister 
to Free State. 


OTHER NAME WITHHELD 


Direct diplomatic relations with Ire- 
land and with Canada is in the process 
of being established by the government 
of the United States. of 
State Kellogg announced this yesterday 
and added that a supplementary budget 
estimate to establish the two Ameri- 
can legations and provide for their up- 
keep has been submitted to the Con- 
gress. 

Frederick A. Sterling, counselor of 
the American embassy at London, who 
now is on temporary duty with the 
board of review at the State Depart- 
ment here, @ill be the Minister to the 
Irish Free State as soon as word is re- 
ceived confirming his acceptability to 
the Irish government. The first Ameri- 
can Minister to Canada likewise has 
been chosen and his name will be an- 
nounced if he is acceptable to Ottawa. 

Meanwhile Vincent Massey, Cana- 
dian Minister accredited to the United 
States, is expected to reach Washing- 
ton within two weeks. Prof. Timothy 
A. Smiddy, Minister from the Irish 
Free State to Washington, has main- 
tained the legation here more than two 
~~ having been appointed October 

, 1924. 

The diplomatic difficulties ixcident 
to this latter post are the samé, in a 
general way, as the difficulties which 
will confront the American Minister in 
Dublin. They arise from the fact that 
there still is a divided opinion among 
the Irish people, with many still favor- 
ing an Irish republic instead of the 
present form of government. 

It is understood to be partly because 
of this that President Coolidge has 
chosen a trained service man for this 
difficult post. Prof. Smiddy, it is said, 
has demonstrated by his mission here 
that direct diplomatic relations are 
beneficial to both governments ‘and 
that political differences in Ireland do 
not necessarily handicap the work of 
the legation.

Insufficient bids or bids out of 

turn may not be penalized if the 

player on the left of the offender bid, 

pass or double before a penalty is 
claimed. 

The penalty for a bid out of turn is 
that the bid itself is declared void, 
the adversary whose turn it is to bid 
declares and the partner of the offend- 
er is prohibited from participating in 
the auction during the remainder of 
that hand. If the partner of the of- 
fender be the player whose turn it is to 
declare, the penalty is the same except 
that the turn to declare passes to the 


offender and on the right of the of- 
fender. When an insufficient bid is 
made, the penalty as far as the partner 
is concerned is practically the same. 
The insufficient, bid is void and the 
insufficient bidder is required to make 
a sufficient bid, which he may do in 
any declaartion, and his partner is 
barred from the auction. 

Laws 20 and 22 cover these cases, 
but misunderstandings frequently arise 
because some players suppose that it 
is the offender who is not allowed to 
bid-subsequently. These rules, like all 
others, are created. so as to make the 
punishment fit -the crimes. The im- 
proper information given by irregular 
bids cannot be of benefit to the player 
who makes the bid, but it may be of 
great value to his partner and there- 
fore it is the partner whose mouth is 
closed.

Long, Hard Trips.Are Avoided

|- Visalia,.Calif., Feb. 2 (By A. P.) —A 
|“dry feet” snow meter has been in- 
| Stalled at the Alder creek headquarters 
|of Sesquoia National park, eliminating 
in the future two-day journeys through 
snowdrifts and boggy meadows to Alta 
peak, to determine the depth of the 
snow thereabouts. 

The exact depth of the Sierra moun- 
tain snow is a reckoning factor to farm- 
ers and others interested in next year’s 
water conditions. Heretofore several 
trips have been made by rangers to ob- 
tain this information. 

Col. John R. White, superintendent of 
the park, ordered a giant standard 
erected on Alta peak.

HOUSE GROUP FAVORS 
POLICE MERGER BILL

Report Also Ordered on Fidu- 
clary Plan on Accounts 
Deposited by Trustees.. 


A bill to combine the park police 
with the metropolitan force, sponsored 
by Representative Blanton, of Texes, 
was ordered favorably reported yester- 
day by the House District committee 
The fiduciary bill was given similar 
treatment. This measure, sponsored by 
Chairman Zihimah, is designed to re- 
lieve the banks of responsibility for ac- 
counts deposited by trustees and at 
the same time to safeguard the interests 
of the ward. 

At present, it is contended, trustecs 

deposit the accounts of their wards In | 
their own names and the banks are 
held responsible for any irregularities. 
The banks contend that there is no 
way they can differentiate between 
the accounts, and they want to be 
relieved of the responsibility. While 
seeking to remedy this condition the 
bill also secks to -protect the estates 
of the wards. 
Chairman Zihiman was directed by 
the committee to confer with Majority 
Leader Tileon with a view to utilizing 
Saturday for the disposition of District 
measures. Representative Frank R 
Reid, of Vlinols, aroused considerable 
discussion when he insisted that the 
Gasque bill for an electrive board of 
education should be placed at the head 
of the calendar. This bill, with a 
majority and minority report, has —_ 
advocates contend that while they 
know it will be defeated, they want 4 
record vote on it in order that they 
may know who are “their friends and 
who are not.” Representative Blan- 
ton, of Texas, finally ended the dis- 
cussion by moving that the bill be 
placed at the head of the calendar for 
the first ‘District day in the House. It 
ia unlikely that there will be a regular 
District day. Mr. Blanton is opposed 
to the bill. His motion was adopted. 


NATIONAL SUFFRAGE — 
FOR DISTRICT FAILS 


House Judiciary Committee 
Takes No Action, Despite 


Promise of Dyer. 


Charges that the District has been 
“bamboozled” followed yesterday in the 
wake of the failure of the House judi- 
clary committee to act on the proposed 
amendment to the Constitution to give 
the Digtrict the right of national suf- 
frage.

It is said also that there is 
doubt among the commissioners on 
having persons fined, even on pleas of 
guilty, by a branch of the administra- 
tive government rather than a branch 
of a court. 


Authority to Limit 
Taxicabs Questioned 


The legal authority of the commis- 
sioners of the District to limit the 
number of taxicabs in Washington is 
involved in a mandamus action n 
yesterday in cricuit court by the In- 
dependent Taxi 
which operates the Diamond Cab Co. 
According to the petition filed for the 
plaintiff by Attorney Henry M. Fowler, 
the company now operates 100 cabs and 
wants to operate 22 more. An applica- 
tion for that many more licenses was 
rejected by the superintendent of li- 
censes on authority of the commission- 
ers last December. 

The commissioners, on November 24, 
1926, promulgated an order limiting 
the number of taxicabs to 1,250, the 
petition shows. This order was arbi- 
trary and unlawful, the plaintiff de- 
clared. The court is asked to compel 
the commisioners to issue the required 
licenses.

He said he 
gave the written “look-out” to Police- 
man Luther Allen and it was inscribed 
on the precinct blotter and transmit- 
ted to all police precincts. 


Court’ Questions Evidénce. 


His verbal account of writing the 
“look-out” described four men. He pra- 
duced the police blotter which was 
found to contain descriptions of three 
men. “one an Italian with a slicker, 
and hair hanging down his face, who 
did the shooting. No description of 
No. 4.” 

“I'm not at all satisfied that these 
statements are admissible as evidence.” 
Justice Hitz commented when the ques- 
tion of the confessions of the ac- 
cused quartet was renewed, in the ab- 
sence of the jury. All evidence pur- 
porting to be in way of confessions 
will be considered by the court at the 
same time. 

Dr. James J. Kilroy. police surgeon 
told of Busch’'s identification of Mareno, 
McCabe and Eagles as his assailants 
The trio were brought before his bed in 
Garfield hospital the day following the 
shooting and were identified.
